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1 Preſume little Apology will be Neceſfary for Addreſſing you at this Time - The Time 


and the Occaſion ſcem to demand it — It is notorious that you have been egregiouſly 
traduced, and your Conduct at this Time totally miſrepreſented, as factious and turbulent 
by your oppoſers — In Order that you may be well acquainted with your preſent Situation, 
that you may be thoroughly fatisfizd with your preſent ſpirited Conduct. it may be uſeful to 
recollect, it may be proper to take a View of the Mode of former Elections, the Treatment 
you have been uſed to receive, and your own Behaviour on thoſe Occaſions for more than 
Thirty Years paſt, Your late very worthy and right Hon'ble Repreſentative (to whole 
Diſadvantage not the leaſt Whiſper is heard amongſt yov) his Father, his Family, and the 
Gentlemen connected with them, have at every Election for the Space of Years abovementi- 
oned, conſtantly had the Conde ſcenſion, the Politeneſs to requeſt perfonally the Votes of 
many of you, and of the rett generally, in their Support; and have uniformly added the 
Invitation to the uſual Entertainments. You on your Parts, and in return for ſo much 
Civility have, as uniformly, cheeriully complied with the Requeſt, and accepted the Invita- 
tion, as pleaſed with the Opportunity of ſhewing your Approbation and Gratitude, So far 
to all Appearance Matters went well, and to the Satisfaction of the Electors and Elected.

I hey have not neglected to 
inſinuate, where they thought it might gain Credit, (with what Views is beſt known to them- 
felves) that the Uniform, conftant Acquieſcence on your Part was the effect of their Addreſs 
and Management, not the Fruit of your honeſt and ſincere Attachment to the Perſons and 
Intereſt of your Repreſentatives. Had they ſtopped even hete, the uſual Harmony might 
ſtill have fubſiſted. But ſome Months ago, upon a change of Property that need not be 
mentioned, in Order the more effectually to ingratiate theinſelves with the new Proprietor, 
one Step further was thought neceſſary, which was, to inſinuate that at the approaching 
Election your Voices would be unneceſfary, your Approbation might be unſolicited, your 
Priviledges as Electors totally difregarded. The Agents of Mr W---h, very ſoon thought 
proper to throw off all diiguiſe, very early hung out the Flag of Defiance. They had the 
Front contemptuouſly 10 proclaim in ſeveral Companies publick and private, the Affront 
ready to be put upon you, The total Rejection of your Voices, in return for your long 
Steadinefs and Acquieſſence. An Inſult, which none but an Afs could not diſcover, none but 
a Sheep could tamely. ſubmit to. Let none of you after fuch an Indignity offered you, repent 
ol that honeſt Indignation each of you muſt experience in his own Breaſt, The World will 
ſee who have been the Aggreſſors. Be well affured yqur Principles are ſound and your pre- 
ſent Conduct irregroachable. Go on, be affured that your firmneſs in the Cauſe of Liberty 
will afford you the higheſt Satisfaction, and ſecure you the Eſteem of all Men poſſeſſed of 
the leaſt Spark of Dilcernmens, the leaſt IT incture of Virtue and Integrity. It were much to 
be wiſhed, that thoſe of your Number, who have fallen off, may hereafter enjoy the fame 
Self-approbation, and ſtand ſo fair in the Eye of the ſenſible, the honeſt Part of Mankind; 
Give me leave to add, that in the prefent Conteft you hazard nothing, it the Juſtice of Parlia- 
ment ſhould upon an Appeal, place your Priviledges upon their proper, their lawful Baſis z 
E enſure the Continuance of them to yourſelves and your Poſterity, if on the contrary, it 
ppens through ſome Fatality, or any Particular Influence your Plea ſhould be ſet aſide, you 
will then only remain in your preſent inſignificant Situation. The Struggle for Liberty, the 
Aſſertion of your Priviledges, will be deemed noble, though not attended with the defired 
Succeſs, and the Uprightneſs of your Intentions will bear you up under the Diſappointment.
